FEUKKAI, TAXATION. 


The Republicans are beating about 


(or a policy of taxation to enlarge the 
federal revenue, wbioh wilt answer 
for their national plank in 1900. Ai yet 
they haye developed nothing new and 
they will probably hare to go before 
the people npon their record of bond 
issuance, internal revenue tax, Dingley 
tariff and the gold standard. The 
Democratic policy is as good ai adopted. 
It will be, a» in 1896, tariff for revenue, 
income tax, and free silver. The peo- 
ple will have to choose between the 
two. That the present system is wrong 
la admitted by many leading Republi- 
cans, bat they claim that none better 
has yet been devised. There certainly 
can be none worse than the one at 
present in force, nor has a better been 
suggested than that embodied in the 
Democratic plank of 1896. Of coarse 
we are speaking of the many and not 
of the few./ 


It is a demonstrated fact that oar 


present system ot federal taxation is 
all wrong. It works altogether against 
tbe masses and in favor of a minority 
which is growing smaller every year. 
A radical change is needed. A system 
should be adopted having in view tbe 
comparative ability of the people to 
pay. The policy of protecting tbe few 
rather tban tbe many, of strengthen- 
ing and enlarging the power of con- 
centrated wealth, rather than destroy- 
ing the institutions to enslave tbe 
poor, cannot stand under a republican 
form of government. Either tbe re- 
public, or tbe system mast go to the 
wall, for in tbe nature of things they 
cannot long abide together. It seems 
to as that an income tax is the one 
great remedy for the present unequal 
distribution of the burden of federal 
taxation. It would compel every per- 
son to contribute to the support of tbe 
government according to his means, 
and not according to his requirements, 
as is tbe case under the high tariff and 
internal tax system, which falls more 
heavily upon the poor than upon the 
rich. The income tax law was once 
sustained by the United States Su- 
preme Court, which decision was after- 
wards reversed by a majority only of 
one. Since that time there has been a 
change in the membership of 
tbe 


Supreme bench, and in all probaDility 
a similar law would now be sustained. 
This would be almost certain if tun 
people, by their votes in 1900, should 
sustain tbe platform demanding tbe 
enactment of such a statute. Next to 
free silver an, income tax will be the 
next important issue in tbe next Presi- 
dential campaign. 


possible to fix a rate that would oper- 
ate equally between those who now 
pay npon a 75 and that which pays 
npon lew than a 20 per cent valuation. 


ALMOST erery day two or three car 


loads of live chickens from Nebraska 
pass through here for tbe California 
market. 
With proportionate trans- 


portation rates, chicken raising would 
be a most profitable occupation in Ne- 
vada, and would bring thousands of 
dollars Into tbe State every month. 
Under 
natural 
conditions, Nevada 


would supply the California deficiency 
both in chickens and eggs. But natu- 
ral conditions or resources count bat 
little for Nevada when taken in connec- 
tion with tbe railroad transportation 
industry. 


WISE BUT IMPRACTICABLE. 


There were more dollars worth of 


cattle sold and shipped out of Nevada 
in 1898 than were assessed for that 
year. No wonder that tbe^asssssnent 
rolls of Nevada abow but twenty-three 
millions of property for 1898, and the 
highest rate of taxation of any State 
or Territory. And yet the cattlemen 
pay on as much property as any other 
class of property holders. No man 
can offer any substantial reason why 
•11 the property should not be assessed 
at its full cash value and the tax rate 
correspondingly rsduoed.

If any one can show that an assess- 
ment of half the property in the State 
and a double rate is better for tbe 
the people of the State than to assean 
all tbe property and pay a single rate 
we would like to read tbe argument.—

Good sense and sound logic, every 


word of it. Correspondingly lower 
rates and fall valuation would even up 
things, bringing into the State and 
county treasuries as much money as 
under the present system of high rates 
and low valuations, while the taxpay- 
ers would have to make no heavier 
drafts upon their pnrsss. Take tbe 
Central Pacific railroad for instance. It 
is assessed for about one-sixth of its full 
valuation. If the rate should be reduced 
five-sixths and the property assessed 
at its full valuation probably tbe com- 
pany would make no kick, but would 
pay their taxes as cheerfully as under 
the present system. The enly obstacle 
th at we can discern to the Appear* 
proposition is that under the present 
rulership in the State, special rates 
would have to be made upon different 
kinds of property, which might not 
prove constitutional. So under tbe 
existing circumstances we are of raid 
that our Carson contemporary's excel- 
lent suggestion is hardly practicable, 
for without special legislation, which 
is unconstitutional, it would seem im-
